RATION REMINDER 

GASOLINE — In 17 East coast states A-8 coupons are good 
through February 8. In states outside the East coast area A-9 
coupons are good through January 21. 

SUGAR— Stamp No. 29 in Book Four is good for 5 pounds through 
January 15. 

SHOES — Stamp No. 18 in Book One, good for 1 pair. Stamp No. 
1 on the "airplane" sheet in Book Three, good for 1 pair. 

MEATS, FATS— Brown stamps L, M, N and P good through Jan- 
uary 1, 1944. Brown stamp Q becomes good December 19 and re- 
mains good through January 1, 1944. 

PROCESSED FOODS— Green stamps A, B and C in Book Four, 
good through December 20. Green stamps D, E and F in Book Four, 
good through January 20. 

FUEL OIL— Period 2 coupons are good through February 8 in 
all areas except the South where they are good through January 25. 
Period 3 coupons now valid in the Middle West and South remain 
good through March 15 in the Middle West and through February 22 
in the South. Period 3 coupons become valid in the East January 4. 

BROWN POINTS FOR WASTE FATS 

The housewife may now receive one brown ration point for each 
one-half pound of salvage kitchen fats she takes to her retailer. In 
addition, she will continue to receive four cents a pound. Retailers 
will not give points for less than one-half a pound, nor for any frac- 
tional overweight. 

PLAN VICTORY GARDENS NOW 

Although Victory gardeners exceeded their goal of 18 million 
gardens for 1943 by about 10 per cent, they are asked for another 10 
per cent increase in 1944. Arrangements should be made now for 
the use of vacant land, and considerable preparatory work can go on 
through the Winter. Hard coal ashes can be sifted and stored on 
plots. Compost piles and supplies of manure can be accumulated, 
and either turned under wherever ground is not frozen or stacked for 
use in early Spring. 

GIFT PACKAGES POINT FREE 

Gift packages of jams, jellies, fruit butter, preserves, and non- 
citrus marmalade that were packed before October 23 for sale as 
Christmas gifts may be bought point-free through January 8, OPA 
said recently. Because the packages were made up before these foods 
were rationed, and because they are often assembled in packages 
with such highly perishable products as cakes and cookies, it is neces- 
sary to sell them speedily to prevent waste. 

PACKED FOOD PRODUCTS 

Exempted from price control are sales by home canners who sell 
less than 1,500 quarts a year of packed fruits and vegetables, OPA 
reported recently. OPA also announced that consumers will pay 
more for canned sweet potatoes, brined cherries, maraschino cherries, 
canned mushrooms, and processed dried prunes and prune products. 

CATSUP RELEASED TO CIVILIANS 

Nearly a million cases of tomato catsup soon w^ill be released to 
civilians. The catsup is being released from specific reserves held 
and owned by canners but set aside by them for government use. 

SUSPENDER BUTTONS BACK 

Suspender buttons are to be restored to men's work pants, accord- 
ing to an amendment of WPB's order L-181. 

MOST COTTAGE CHEESE RATIONED 

Practically all creamed cottage cheese is under rationing because

Tax collectors in suburban 
municipalities called attention this 
week to a new penalty that will 
be applied to delinquent school 
taxes. 

The amendment to the school 
code was approved May 26, 1943, 
and will be applied to all 1943 
school taxes that are delinquent. 

Tax collectors in nearby suburb- 
an sections are Thomas Weide- 
mann in Haverford Township, 
Peter C. Hess in Lower Merion 
Township and John R. Hall in 
Narberth Borough. 

The amendment reads: 

"To all school taxes assessed and 
levied in all school districts of the 
third and fourth class in this 
Commonwealth, which are not 
paid on or before the first day of 
October, in the year in which 
they are assessed and levied, there 
shall be added a penalty of five 
per centum, and on the first day 
of January of the year following, 
and on the first day of each 
month thereafter succeeding, dur- 
ing which said taxes remain un- 
paid, an additional penalty of one- 
half of one per centum shall be 
added, which penalty shall be 
collected at the same time as and 
in addition to the school taxes of 
which it is made a part: Provided, j 
however, that nothing herein con- i 
tair.ed shall affect the right of the 
taxpayer to pay by installments 
and to have Interest and penalty 
deferred as nrovided by law. No 
discounts or rebates shall be al- 
lowed on the payment of any 
school taxes assessed and levied in 
any school district of the third or 
fourth class."

Renew Licenses 

It is not necessary for persons 
in the armed lorces, including the 
women's services, to renew motor 
vehicle operators' licenses in Penn- 
sylvania next year, the Keystone 
Automobile Club announced this 
week.

Township Buys 3 Acre Plot as Part 
Of Cobb's Creek Parkway Project 

Land Costing $3,000, Will Be Earmarked For 
Post- War Development; McDermott Named as 
Trustee For Polo Field Association 



Haverford Township Commissioners on Monday night 
approved the purchase of three acres of land which will be 
earmarked as a post-war project to be included in the 
Cobb's Creek Parkway development. 

Edward Land, Ardmore section commissioner, made the 
motion as chairman of the Board of Commissioners' recre- 
ation committee. The purchase also had the approval of 
the Township's Park and Planning Commission. 
The land was bought from* 



Thomas H. and Marie A. Kelley 
for $3000. It extends along the 
west side of Cobb's Creek near 
Power Mill Lane in Beechwood. 
It adjoins a 11 acre plot held by 
the Powder Mill Park Association 
trustees until such as a time as 
..+.. the parkway will be built. This as- 
sociation, Haverford Township 
and the School Board now con- 
trol approximately a half-mile 
strip, varying from 50 to 250 in 
depth, from Manoa Rd. at Pen- 
field to Beechwood Drive on both 
sides of the creek. There is only 
one three-acre parcel of land that 
remains in private hands. 

In the proposed parkway strip 
approximately 20 to 23 acres are 
involved. According to preliminary 
discussions conducted by mem- 
bers of the Park and Planning 
Commission this will be one of the 
first park projects to be developed 
after the war. No extensive recre- 
ational facilities are planned but 
most of the land will be devoted 
to nature walks and perhaps, 
small picnic grounds. 

On the lower end at Manoa Rd. 
it joins with the Cobb's Creek 
■ Parkway strip owned by the Fair- 
mount Park Commission of Phila- 
delphia. 

Commissioners also selected 
Daniel I. McDermott, Haverford 
commissioner, to represent the 
Township as one of the trustees 
of the Bryn Mawr Playfield Asso- 
ciation. This association will hold 
in trust the old Bryn Mawr Polo 
Grounds which is being turned 
into a playfield.

Need 250 Employes at Hospital; 
Only 472 on Payroll Normally 750 



The Norristown State Hospital 
is in need of approximately 250 
professional, skilled and semi- 
skilled employes at the present 
time. 

Although the quota of employes 
at the institution is approximately 
750, there are only 472 on the pay- 
roll at the present time and 93 of 
them are conscientious objectors, 
according to figures released today 
by Dr. Arthur P. Noyes, Superin- 
tendent. 

Biggest need at present is for 
attendants as vacancies for 181 
exist here. 

Other vacancies in personnel in- 
clude: 35 graduate nurses; six as- 
sistant physicians; four each of 
assistant supervisors of attend- 
ants, kitchen helpers and Institu- 



tional workers; three waitresses; 
two each of occupational thera- 
pists, firemen, social service work- 
ers; one each of chauffeur, 
stenographer-clerk, stenographer- 
typist, clinical director, physio- 
therapist, dentist, dental hy- 
gienist, pathologist, physical in- 
structor, plasterer's assistant, 
plumber, tinner and a skilled 
worker. 

Dr. Noyes said the conscientious 
objectors are proving good work- 
ers at the hospital. He revealed 
that since the first allotment of 
25 went there in Nov., 1942 until 
the present day four have re- 
signed to go into the Army. 

They are given $5 a month as 
an allowance and $10 a month for 
clothing and are supervised rigidly.

FEWER SHEETS IN TABLETS 

The number of sheets in tablets, pads, and related products made 
from newsprint paper may be reduced, according to OPA, because of 
the two $4-a-ton increases in newsprint paper during 1943. On the 
average, seven sheets may be removed from a 5-cent pad and 14 sheets 
from a 10-cent pad. 

PLEASE STAY HOME, URGES ODT 

Civilians are urgently requested by the Office of Defense Trans- 
portation to give up all pleasure trips on trains or intercity buses 
from December 17 through January 10. Joseph B. Eastman, ODT 
director, requested civilians to defer even necessary travel, wherever 
possible, until after January 10. Because of supply limitations, few 
extra trains can be operated over the holidays. Unless civilians stay 
home, accommodations for furlough and essential war business travel 
cannot be assured. Despite shortages of workers, the public trans- 
portation industries are successfully carrying more passengers and 
more freight than ever before. However, the transportation man- 
power problem is now becoming serious, especially in maintenance 
and repairs. 

START MAKING RATION TOKENS 

Manufacture was started last week on two billion ration tokens 
to be used in making "ration change" when the ration token plan 
goes into effect Sunday, February 27, according to OPA. The order 
calls for 1,100,000,000 red token for meats and fats and 900,000,000 
blue tokens for processed foods. Food retailers will get their supply 
from the nation's, banks. Strips of stamps, each having a value of 
10 points regardless of the numeral now on the stamps, will be vali- 
dated on a horizontal or across-the-book basis rather than on a ver- 
tical or up-and-down basis, as at present. A regular schedule of 
validity dates will be established, which will provide five processed 
food stamps worth 50 points for each consumer at the start of each 
month. Three meat-fats stamps worth a total of 30 points will be- 
come valid every two weeks.

Urge Safety Rules 
In Winter Driving 

Police Chief Points 
Out Hazards Created 
By Old Cars 

Urging motorists to take safety 
precautions at once, to get the 
benefit of them for the four full 
months of Winter lying ahead, 
Superintendent of Police Samuel 
Siegle this week called the atten- 
tion of every driver in Haverford 
Township to the wartime safe 
driving communique just issued in 
Washington by the war depart- 
ment and the Nation's chiefs of 
police. 

Superintendent Siegle revealing 
ODT figures indicating 2,250,000 
automobiles have left the high- 
ways for the scrap heap since 
Pearl Harbor, said: 

" T know Winter is a tough fel- 
low to deal with, but Winter's 
sabotage can't be carried on with- 
out accomplices. ODT estimates 
2,000,000 cars will be junked in 
1944. Winter is figuring on getting 
a lot of help from the man who 
gets up from your breakfast table 
and goes out in your garage and 
takes your key out of your pocket 
and starts your car without taking 
the proper safe-driving precau- 
tions. 

Supt. Siegle gave out the fol- 
lowing set of safe-driving rules, 
based on research by the National 
Safety Council's Committee on 
Winter Driving Hazards: 
Winter Rules 

1. If You Drive This Winter. — 
Share rides where practical and 
go prepared to get through, re- 
gardless of snow, ice, cold and 
longer hours of darkness. Drive 
extra careful. 

2. Reduce Speeds on Snow or 
Ice — It's now unpatriotic to drive 
over 35 rh. p. h. at any time, but 
on packed-snow or ice speed 'should 
be below even 35. Adjust speed to 
conditions. Avoidable traffic tie- 
ups and accidents will not be toler- 
ated. - ••».{ 

3. Even New Tire Treads Spin 
and Skid on Snow or Ice Without 
Chains — It takes 3 to 11 times 
normal distance to stop on snow 
or ice with any tires. Anti-skid 
chains reduce braking distance 40 
to 50 per cent on snow or ice, and 
without them you can't get up or 
down slippery hills. 

4. Skids on Snow or Ice Fre- 
quently Start by Unequalized 
Brakes — Have yours checked. The 
practice of letting air out of tires 
tc prevent skidding is a fallacy. 

5. Windshield Wipers or De- 
frosters That Don't Work Cause 
Accidents — Make sure yours are m 
good order. You must see a hazard 
to avoid it, as well as able to stop- 
and-go, regardless of weather 
conditions. 

6. Faulty Headlights Lead to

7. Sudden Slowdowns and Stops 
Are a Primary Cause of Skid 
Wrecks — Slow down gradually in 
gear and apply brakes lightly on- 
off-and-on to point of impending 
skid on snow or ice. 

8. Beware of Odorless Carbon 
Monoxide Gas — Always open 
garage doors before starting en- 
gine.

Hears From Son After Two Years 
Of Continuous Letter Writing 



Perserverence paid dividends for 
Mrs. Elsie Pool, of 415 Leedom St., 
Jenkintown, yesterday, when, after 
two years of continuous letter writ- 
ing, she received a reply from her 
son, Wilson Cosner, 24, a native 
of Norristown, from a Japanese 
prison camp in the Philippine 
Islands. 

Cosner, attached to a destroyer 
which later was sunk, was first re- 
ported wounded December 14, 1941, 
at the Cavite Naval base near Ma- 
nila. Her last letter from him was 
mailed that date. 

Six months later the Navy De- 
partment notified her that her son 
was presumed to be a prisoner, 
and supplied an address in Japan. 



Until last June, Mrs. Pool wrote 
two letters a week without receiv- 
ing any replies. Then the Red 
Cross toldjrter to stop writing be- 
cause the address had been found 
to be erroneous. 

Mrs. Pool, however, wrote to the 
Navy Department, obtaining a new 
address in the Philippines. Yester- 
day a postcard arrived bearing the 
stamp of the imperial Japanese 
army. She thinks her son, a grad- 
uate of Jenkintown High School, 
must have received some of her 
letters, because he sends regards 
to all members of the family, but 
does not mention his stepfather, 
Harry Pool, of whose death seven 
months ago he could only have 
learned through her letters.

The gasoline situation gets no 
better fast. This, in spite of the 
fact that the 28,000,000 cars in 
operation at the beginning of the 
war have been reduced to about 
24,000,000 now. In 1941, the con- 
sumption per day was about 71,- 
400,000 gallons. The Armed Forces 
and Lend-Lease use 25,200,000 of 
that total, leaving 50,400,000 for 
all other uses. Compared with pre- 
war civilian consumption this is a 
drop of 21,000,000 gallons, which 
must be made up by curtailed c(v- 
lian use. Moreover, this means 
even further stringency for non- 
essential civilian use since much of 
this gasoline must go to essential 
war workers who have to rely on 
motorized transportation. 

Our war effort is geared to one 
fuel gasoline. The OPA does not 
establish the allotments— this is 
done by P. A. W. OPA merely ra- 
tions to civilians the stock left 
over after allowances have been 
made for the military needs and 
various commercial, farm and in 



been requested you would have 
some appreciation of the critical 
future of automotive transporta- 
tion. More cars than you realize 
show mileage of 30,000 and up— 
sometimes way up — which can 
only mean that those cars and 
tires are well on their way to the 
junk heap. 

Synthetic tires are still in the 
experimental state and have not 
yet reached a point where they 
can be relied on for high speed 
travel or for heavy loads.

pupils of Bala-Cynwyd Junior High 
School in remembrance of Pearl 
Harbor Day.

Each room gave a report on the 
total number of items the students 
in that room had brought to school. 
Mr, Kirkpatrick, the principal of 
Bala-Cynwyd Junior High School, 
added each of the items on an add- 
ing machine. The total receipts 
were as follows: Letters. 819; con- 
tributions, $86.07; tin cans, 14,062;

The speaker on this occassion 
was Gay Smith, a pupil in the 
seventh grade, who was in Pearl 
Harbor during the bombing, by the 
Japs. In a most interesting man- 
ner which held the attention of all 
assembled, she said it all began on 
a sunny morning. Her family had 
been listening to the radio, when 
they suddenly heard a humming 
sound. Then a voice excitely inter- 
rupted with orders that all police- 
men and air-raid wardens report 
immediately to their posts. It was 
then that they knew that some- 
thing was amiss. Suddenly, the air- 
raid signal was heard. When they 
looked into the sky, they saw Jap 
planes overhead. It seemed as if 
they were trying to bomb some 
obstacle behind their house. For 
the next few days they had fre- 
quent alerts; and, she added, that 
it was very annoying to have to go 
to bed at sunset, for their house 
did not have black-out shades. A 
few days later, after the bombings 
and air-raids were over, the fam- 
ily wandered down to the beach. 

The inhabitants of the island 
could not take their accustomed 
and frequent swims, as the edge 
of the beach was guarded against 



submarine attacks. After many 
days of patient waiting, they finally 
received passage on board an 
American ship bound for the Un- 
ited States. As the ship left the 
harbor, everyone had tears in their 
r-yes, and were very sad. There 
were many other ships that were 
also leaving the islands. They were 
all protected by battleships in a 
laige convoy. On their way, they 
encountered a storm and the ship 
behind them became disabled, and 
had to turn back. 

When they finally came in sight 
of the Golden Gate, she said, they 
were never so happy in their lives.
